The 
weather was delightfully cool and was 
in fact almost perfect. 


At Westfleld the train, was boarded by 


a committee of Holyoke citizens, head- 
ed by William Whiting, whose guest 
the president is, and greeted the vis- 
itors. 
When the train reached tins 


city, Mr McKinley was accorded a 
demonstrative welcome and was com- 
pelled to bow his acknowledgements 
frequently. The party alighted in an 
open space, and were driven to Mr. 
Whiting's home. 


The president and party left Wash- 


ington on a special train at 5.30 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The party com- 
prised President and Mrs. McKinley, 
Mr. and Mrs. Abner McKinley, Mr. and 
Mrs. George E. Morse of San Francisco, 
relatives of the president, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Allen and Mrs. 
Allen, George B. Cortelyou, acting sec- 
retary to the p resident, George Barnes 
and Rudolph Forster of the white 
house executive staff. Dr. P. M...Rixey, 
the president's physician. Mrs. Ida 
Barber of Canton, O-, and Miss Sarah 
Duncan, also of Ohio, nieces of the-, 
president, who have- been "guests of 
Mrs. McKinley at Washington. 


A party of officials, including Secre- 


tary 
Hitchcock, 
Secretary Wilson, 


Postmaster-General Smith and Adjut- 
ant-General Corbin, were at the Penn- 
sylvania depot to see the president off, 
and a fair-sized crowd of spectators 
had also gathered behind the gates. 
The train which will carry the party 
on its trip of about 10 days is made up 
of four Pullman coaches, comprising 
the private car Cleopatra, the dining 
car Lafayette, and the 'compartment 
cars Patagonia and AUar£ic< iTlie 
president and Mrs. McKinley occupy 
the Cleopatra, the rear coach. 


The 
president's train 
arrived at 


Springfield at 9:25 this morning. A 
thousand people were at the depot and 
the president bowed and shook hands 
during the five minutes the train 
stopped. Miss Grace McKmley and 
Colonel Roger Morgan boarded the 
train there. The latter conveyed the 
welcome of Governor Wolcott. 


The president was cheered repeatedly 


during the drive to Mr. Whiting's resi- 
dence by great crowds. Headed b'y the 
Holyoke military band and escorted by 
a platoon 
of police, the presidential 


party in six carriages and accompany- 
ing guard of honor of Holyoke men, 
passed under the Lyman street bridge 
and down Main stret to Sargeant street 
and up to William WhiO-ag's house.

Great Results oftawton's l*ork Now 


Apparent. 


Manila, June 17. — The town of Imus, 


which the Spaniards required months to 
capture, is peacefully garrisoned by two 
battalion^ of the Fourteenth Infantry. 
A white flag was floating from the church 
tower as the Americans eritered. Many 
of the inhabitants, who had been terrified 
by the insurgents, fled from the town as 
Lieutenant Z>*iger's scouts marctaed in, 
but later they began to return at the so- 
licitation of the mayor. 


The town occupies a naturally strong 


position on a deep river, with steep 
banks. 
One bridge spans the river. 


The church and arsenal were found to 
be loop-holed for rifles. 
Quantities of 


shells and ammunition were left .behind 
by the rebels, evidence of their hasty 
retreat. 
The people of tha town are 


poverty-stricken. 


The mayor of Imus, carrying a gold- 


headed cane and wearing his badge of 
authority, walked into Bacoor and for- 
mally surrendered his town. 
He was 


sent to General Lawton at Las Pinas. 
The mayor told General Lawton that 
the people of Imus were very glad that 
the Americans had come. He said that 
the insurgents passed through Imus In 
utter confusion, carrying with them 100 
dead and 300 wounded. Thirteen of their 
dead were buried at In»us. 


The removal of the insurgent arsenal, 


cartridge factory and powder mill at 
Imus was begun on Monday, and was 
hardly completed when tha insurgents, 
2000 strong, retreated to Buenavlsta and 
Perez Dasmarinas. 


Apparently, the backbone of the In- 


surrection In the Cavite province is 
broken. 
Yesterday morning tha road 


was reported clear to Cavite. Inhabit- 
ants of Cavite el Viejo walked to Bacoor 
to sell supplies. 


The -brief campaign has been more ef- 


fective than even General Lawton an- 
ticipated. 
A priest at Las Pinas told 


General Lawton that 4000 rebels were 
defending Zapote. 
Bach man swore 


upon the criclflx that* he would only 
leave the field dead. 
General Lawton 


thinks that their defeat under such cir- 
cumstances accounts for the demoral- 
ization of the rebels. 
The insurgents 


made the pluckiest stand they have 
made In the course of the war. The 
fight at Zapote bridge w.as terrific. The 
rebels had 20-foot 'fortifications, but our 
men were unprotected. 
Tho 
short 


range made it possible to use artillery, 
and the mountain guns were flred at 25 
yards. 
The Krag-Jorgensens blew ths 


rebels' heads to pieces like shells. 


After cutting the railroad and tele- 


graph at Apalit, seven miles south, for 
the purpose of covering connections, the 
rebels attacked General MacArthur'a

FIRED SEVERAL SHOTS 


Joseph A. Hill Accused of Murdering 


His Colored Wife on a Lonely 


Road at Hyannis, This State. 


Woman Had Not Lived 


With Him Some Time. 


Barnstable, Mass., June 17.—Joseph 


A. Hill of Hyannis was arraigned in 
the district court here today charged 
with the murder of his wife, Mary T. 
Hill. -He pleaded not guilty and was 
held without bail for examination June 
23. 


The crime with which Hill is charged 


occurred at Hyannlsport last night. 
Mrs. Hill, who was a colored woman, 
had not been living with her husband, 
who is a white man, for some time. 


Yesterday afternoon Hill 
met his 


wife on a. lonely road in Hyannisport. 
An argument followed the meeting and 
it is alleged the man fired several 
shots, one of which killed the woman. 


CAPE BRETON DISASTER 


Fire ill mines SUM Burst! a £ Later Do- 


tails of Terrltle Happening. 


North Sidney, B. C., June 17— Fire is 


still burning at the Caledonia mines 
where the disaster occurred yesterday. 
The chances for extinguishing It are 
said to be good. 


considerable difficulty the posi- 


tion of the fire was located and a body 
of volunteers attacked the flames with 
water. ' This wock was carried on 
vigorously for several hours, when it wae 
found that the extent of the fire and the 
difficulties of fighting it rendered the 
efforts useless. 


The men who lost their lives in the dis- 


aster are: Thomas Johnston, under- 
ground manager; John Doyle, Sr., and 
John Doyle, Jr., father and son, the lat- 
ter leaving a wife .aiid three -children; 
Arthur Grant, leaving a wife and three 
children; Alexander McDonald, leaving 
a wife and eight children; Stephen Mc- 
Corroiek, wife and six children; Rory D. 
McDougall, wife and three children; 
Neil McDonald, unmarried; Malcolm 
Me Auley," unmarried; Donald Martin, 
wife and two children; William Simpson, 
unmarried. 


All the bodies have-been recovered ex- 


cept that of Martin. 


Not until the bodies of the men began 


to be brought up in the cage did the 
stricken people of the town begin to 
realize the awfulness of the disaster. It 
was about 5 o'clock that the whistle, an- 
nouncing something wrong in the mine, 
was blown. In a very short time the 
streets were crowded with people. When 
the news of the disaster spread they 
flocked toward the engine house, where 
they learned the particulars. 


Johnston when found was near one of 


the cross-cut doors. It is supposed h« 
tried to open it with his left hand, as 
his leftfside Is burned terribly. He was 
undoubtedly killed by the force of tha 
txplosion. The others who were with 
him were choked with fire damp. 


The scene In the pit was of a most 


weird character. The dead men were 
thrown promiscuously into the box cars 
and rushed to the cage. As they passed 
by the sight was a gruesome one. Dark- 
ness was only broken by the pale flicker- 
Ing light of the lamps in the hands of res- 
cuers. The box cars went by contain- 
ing one body piled on top of the other. 
The rescuing party were staggering un- 
der the influence of the gas. They were 
almost blinded with the smoke that was 
pouring down in volumes upon them. 
Now and again it would cease and thus 
give the men time to go on with th» 
gruesome task of finding tha bodies. 


One of the men was found with his 


hands round a post. McCormluk was 
found with a handkerchief across his 
mouth. He evidently knew -what was 
coming and took precaution to save his 
llf«, but, of no> avail. A waistcoat was 
found over his head. He probably went 
Into one of the roomd to save a mate, but 
the damp had' become so dense that he 
finally succumbed. McAuley was found 
with his head between the rails. The 
others were found in different attitudes 
and positions, all of which went to show 
that the men were overcome suddenly, 
and had but little time to attempt to es- 
cape.

The scene about the engine house was 


teost' touching. Women and children 
were weeping and men were talking1 in 
subdued tones. The place was thronged. 
There was a steady downpour of rain, 
which only added to the weirdness of the 
scene. The coal in the west deep, as well 
as the timber, Is on flre. The air cur- 
rents changed several times while the 
volunteers wera in the pit. This would 
indicate that an explosion had taken 
place in the west deep. 


Thomas Brown, manager of Cale- 


donia, went down with the rescue volun- 
teers and was knocked senseless 'by the 
second explosion.

ALCOHOL AS BODY FUEL. 


Professor Atwater's Investiga- 


tion of the Drink Problem, 


THEEEIMPOETAHT EESULTS NOTED 


He Find* That While Alcohol Caunot 


Build Up or Repair W«»ted Ti««u«», 


• It Can Supply Strength »nd. In Cer- 


tain Quantities, !• Not Harmful tq 
the Sy«tem. 


At tbe recent meeting of the Middle- 


town Scientific association Professor W. 
O. Abater of Wesleyan university re- 
ported on tbe results of tbe experiments 
npon the effects of alcohol lately carried 
out under bis direction with a man in 
the respiration calorimeter- This is tbe 
first authentic account given to tbe 
public. They are conducted under the 
auspices of the committee of fifty for 
tbe investigation of tbe drink problem. 
Tbe apparatus with, which they are 
made, a small chamber with metal 
walls, is tbe same as is being used for 
experiments upon the food and nutri- 
tion of man at Wesl&yan university in 
co-operation with the Storra experiment 
station and the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture by Professors At- 
water and Rosa, Dr. Benedict and oth- 
era, says the New York Sun. 


The chamber in which the man lives 


is about 7 feet long, 4 feet wide and 
6% feet high. It is famished with a 
folding bed, chair and table. In the ex- 
periments where muscular work is 
done, a stationary bicycle is also pro- 
vided. There are arrangements for ven- 
tilating, lighting and regulating tha 
temperature of the chamber and for 
passing in the food and drink, so that 
the man lives with entire comfort, day 
and night, during the entire experi- 
ment, which lasts from 4 to 12 days. 
The food, drink and other products, and 
even the air which the man breathes, 
are measured and analyzed with tbe 
greatest accuracy. What is still more 
interesting, the potential energy or 
latent force of tbe food which the body 
receives and the energy given ofiE from 
the body in the forms cf muscular work 
and heat are likewiee measured. 


It has been shown in these experi- 


ments that the human body, like any 
other machine—a steam engine or an 
electrical dynamo, for instance—obeys 
the law of the conservation of energy. 
By giving the men tinder experiment 
different kinds and amounts of food 
and varying their activity from actual 
rest to light or severe muscular or men- 
tal work it is possible to learn just 
how the body uses its food, what ma- 
terials are needed for its support and 
how different food materials compare 
in nutritive value. 


The special object of the recent ex- 


periments was to study the nutritive 
effect of alcohol. Pure alcohol was ad- 
ministered with water or, coffee. 
In 


others, to be reported upon later, alco- 
hol was given in tbe form of whisky or 
brandy. Still others are planned in 
which beer and wine will be used. The 
alcohol is taken with an ordinary diet 
of meat, bread, butter, milk, eugar and 
the like. The amount a day has been 
equal to about 2% ounces of absolute 
alcohol, about as much as would be 
contained in five or six ounces or three 
average glasses of whisky or in a bot- 
tle of claret or Rhine wine. It was 
given in six doses, three with meals 
and three between meals. 


Three important results were' ob- 


served: First, the alcohol was"oxidized 
—that is, burned as completely as 
bread, meat or any other food; second, 
in the oxidation all of the potential en- 
ergy of the alcohol was transformed in- 
to heat and muscular power.- In other 
words, tbe body made the same use of 
the energy of the alcohol as that of 
sugar, starch and other ordinary food 
materials; third, the alcohol protected 
the material of the body from consump- 
tion just as effectively as the corre- 
sponding amounts of sugar a.nd starch 
—that is to say, whether the body was, 
at rest or at work, it held its own just 
as well with the OBO as with the other. 


In explaining the experiments Pro- 


fessor Atwater called attention to the 
fact that food has two chief uses—-one 
is to build up the body and keep it in 
repair, the other is to supply it with 
energy for warmth and work. Alcohol 
is similar to tbe fats, starch and sugar 
in that it cannot form tissue, but it 
does yield energy. It cannot be used to 
build the bodily machine or to repair 
it as it is worn out by constant use, but 
it can and does serve for fuel. 


Professor Atwater explained that the 


object of these experiments was simply 
to get at scientific facts. At the same 
time the results as' facts are often mis- 
represented both-by those who use alco- 
holic beverages and those who earnestly 
desire to promote temperance reform. 
The fact that alcohol, in small quanti- 
ties may serve as food does not make it 
a desirable food for common use. Un- 
questionably it is'used by many people 
in small quantities'without harm, and 
often with positive benefit.- But taken 
in larger quantities its- act-ion upon the 
brain and nerves, is snch as to .counter- 
act its food value, .Too of ten. moderate 
use leads to excess, and that excess re- 
sults in physical, mental and. moral 
ruin. 


Reference was also idade to the errors 


which are too often found in tire teach- 
ing of so called temperance physiology 
in the public school, the Sunday school 
and the pulpit, as well. as on the tem- 
perance platform, . Many.earnest pro- 
moters of temperance reform feel it nec- 
essary to insist that alcohol is not a 
food, but a poison; that in'any quan- 
tity, large or small, it is necessarily 
harmful and not useful. These theories 
are based in part upon-the results of 
experiments made .years .ago by imper- 
fect methods and. .since. g))own to be in- 
correct. They are directly opposed to 
the results of the latest and most reli- 
able research and to the consensus of 
the leading authorities the world over.

I'wcil For 8t*.'i»i>>»S (lie Mast—Inno- 
vation In SteeHiiK'Gcnr—The Yacht 
Will HaTC About l.OOO Square Feet 
of Canva* More Than Defender. 


The rail and deck finish of the new 


cup defender Columbia is as follows: 
The steel deck stringer or waterway 
plate runs the whole length of the boat 
ami is 20 inches wide amidships, taper- 
ing to about balf that at the ends. 
Along its inner edge runa a gutter bar, 
a steel angle l?ii inches by 1% inches, 
with its flange turned outward and 
riveted to the plato. The 2 inch deck 
planking is laid close tip to this bar, 
but uot beyond it. On the outer edge 
of the plate is riveted a steel bulbed 
angle 1?| inches by 3i£ inches, the 
longer flange with its bulb making and 
finishing the only rail carried by the 
,boat. The flange forming the rail ia 
flush on the outside with the frames, 
and the top etrake of the plating laps 
tip on it to within an inch of the top 
and is riveted there, greatly increasing 
the strength of construction. There is, 
therefore, a scnpper along each side of 
the boat the -width, of the waterway 
plate. It is drained by three small 
gcnpper holea well aft at. the lowest 
point in the sheer. Later a light wood- 
en racing rail will be put on the deck 
inside the waterways, eaya the New 
York Sun. 


The maat step of the Columbia is an- 


other ingenious piece of EerreshofC 
work, combining strength and utility 
in equal proportions. The roast is placed 
between frames 38 and 29. An offset of 
BIS inches forward is given to frame 28 
to increase the space between the 
frames. The inast ring set on the deck 
ia a bulbed.steel angle 2)£ by 4 inches 
and is 26 inches in diameter. The mast 
is 213^ inches in diameter at the deck, 
so that plenty of space is left for the 
mast wedgea. Six feet below deck is the 
mast step. It is a one-half inch steel 
plate, dished downward in the center, 
and on its top is a steel ring, made of a 
8 by 3 incb angle. It is 19J£ inches in 
diameter. Below the plate is a similar 
ring of a 2 by 2 inch angle, and the 
three are bolted firmly together. 
They 


are supported by a cone shaped struc- 
ture of four steel plates riveted at the 
angles and by flanges on their tipper 
edges to_ithe lower ring. The bottom 
edges of the cone plates are riveted to 
the hull plating. The plates are also 
bent so that the angles on the forward 
and the after side are riveted respective- 
ly to frames 27 and 29. Steel inter- 
costal or keelson plates with holea cnt 
lin them to save weight extend forward 
between frames 27, 26 and 25 and aft 
between frames 29, 30, 31 and 82. 
These are flanged on the top edge and 
are riveted by statable angles to the 
frames and stem. To strengthen the 
deck around the mast there are stanch- 
ions that' ran diagonally upward from 
the top of. the • maat step cone to the 
deck where it joins the side. There are 
.three of tfcese stanchions on a side, go- 
ing to framea 27, 28 and 39. They afe 
eolid round baralj^ inches in diameter. 
Deck beams 27, 29 and 30 have web 
plates of one-quarter inch steel, 9 
inches deep, riveted to them to stiffen 
the deck. From deck to mast step plate 
on top of the cone is 6 feet 4J^ inches, 
showing just that much "bury," or 
housing, of the mast below the deck. 
From the plate to the stem is a little 
less than five feet, making the depth of 
the boat on frame 38 about 11 feet. 
The mast is made to center on frame 28 
if the mast were carried to the bottom 
of the frame, so that the big spar has a 
slight rake aft. This rake will be coun- 
teracted by the pull of the head Etays 
forward, so that the spar will be up- 
tight when the rigging is set up. 


Mr. Herreahoff has invented an en- 


tirely new steering gear for the Colum- 
bia, which not only gives more power 
than that of the Defender, but also 
eaves considerable weight. As at pres- 
ent hung and arranged with its gear. 
Columbia's rudder can be swung with 
one hand only on the steering wheel 
and with not very much hard work at 
that. Tha rudder post is about 27 feet 
long from its head to its heel at the 
bottom of tho lead keel. Twenty-one 
feet nine inches of this length is on the 
stcrnpost outside the boat. The balance 
projects inside the boat, entering be- 
tween frames 69 and 60 and passing 
through frame 60 because of the rake 
aft 
The rudder is hung to the stern- 


post with the usual gudgeons and pin- 
tle, but they are lighter than in De- 
fender, since they do not have to carry 
BO much weight. At the top of the rud- 
der post is bolted a steering quadrant, 
extending aft at right angles to the 
post. Just below the quadrant the rud- 
der post passes through ft casting 
which extends backward and is bolted 
to a horizontal plate, supported on the 
floors at frames 62, 63 and 64 and 
braced by intercostal or vertical plates 
below. Tho whole weight of 'the rudder 
is borne by the casting, on which the 
quadrant has a carefully fitted bearing, 
so that the> weight is taken entirely 
from the pistles and gudgeons. The 
rudder was not hung from the top in 
the usual way, but was pushed upward 
into its place and then the quadrant 
screwed and bolted on, thus leaving the 
pintles and gudgeons with nothing but 
the side strains of the rudder in turn- 
ing. 


For the steering gear a vertical shaft 


rises from the after part of the casting 
np through tho deck, with a bevel 
wheel on its upper and one on its lower 
end. 
Tha lower bevel wheel engages 


the bevel teeth on the quadrant, while 
the upper bevel wheel engages a bevel 
wheel on one end of a horizontal shaft, 
to the other end of which is fixed the 
eteering wheel. There are proper bear- 
ings all around, and tho vertical shaft 
and its gear above decks nrc inclosed in 
a round brass box about 3 feet high 
and 18 inches through, with the shaft 
(or the steering wheel projecting from 
the forward side. 


The power in the gear comes from 


the arrangements and sizes of the vari- 
ous bevel wheels, nnd the whole inven- 
tion shows Herresboff ingenuity in 
every part.

OUR GUNS FOR 


Pirmi Preparing Fo* RuMlan Test*. 


Sew ailue Field Protectors. 


The achievements of American guns 


in the recent war have attracted atten- 
tion abroad, and it is believed Spain 
contemplates placing at an early date 
orders for war material in tho United 
States. Russia is about to re-equip her 
field artillery with 6,000 now guns at 
an expenditure of over §50,000,000, a 
pait of which will be placed with some 
American firm. 


Russia has already asked American 


firms to compete in elaborate tests of 
field guns at St. Petersburg in August. 
and orders given on the basis of these 
tests are to be conditioned upon com- 
pletion of the work within two years. 
6ne American concern— the Driggs 
people — according to the New York 
Times, recently increased its capital 
$2,000,000, to be prepared to execute 
orders that may result from competi- 
tion in the tests. 


The new semiautomatic rapid fire 


guns for the protection of the mine 
fields along the coast of the United 
States are now being rapidly completed 
at Derby, Conn., and delivered to the 
army ordnance experts at Sandy Hook, 
where they will have a thorough test 
with smokeless powder for rapidity of 
fire, velocity, range aad pressure. 


This system of protecting torpedoes 


by means of semiautomatic guns of 
calibers greater than the one pounder is 
a novel feature that no nation baa ever 
yet attempted and will sweep the mine 
fields with such a storm of shot and 
shell that no small craft could live long 
enough to either drag or countermine.

outside edge. It is 4 feet 1 inch at its 
widest part, about

length. It is so made as to be water 
tight, and special care in this direction 
has been taken. The yacht is much like 
the 30 footers, except that the rndder 
is hung on tbe keel. The Columbia is 
as near a fin keel boat as it is possible 
to build one of this type. 
The hull 


proper is shoal, and the lead, which is 
btilbed, is hung low. The fore foot is cut 
away more than on any other big yacht. 


The new defender ig 181 feet over 


all, just under 90 feet on the water 
line, 24 feet 2 inches beam and 19 feet 
10 inches draft. The mast is stepped 30 
feet from the forward end of the water 
line. The underbody is smaller than 
the Defender's, yet aesrns more power- 
ful, Her keel, instead of being rockered, 
is straight. It is 30 feet long on top, 
which is five feet shorter than the De- 
fender's. This lead keel weighs about 
95 tons. At the heel it ia 6 feet deep, 
while forward, just before its lower 
line turns upward, it is 7 feet 6 inches. 
The top of the keel is a straight line, 
but it is 1% feet bigh<aforward than it 
is aft. This lead is 20 inches wide 
about ten feet from the forward end. 
It rounds to a point forward and gradu- 
ally tapers to the after end, where it is 
only 4 inches thick. 


The Columbia will have about 1,000 


square feet of canvas more than the 
Defender, and under the rules of the 
New York Yacht club, she will prob- 
ably have to allow one minute to the 
champion of 1895 over a 30 mile course. 
Neither boat, however, will be meas- 
ured until the end of the season, so that 
the British yachtsmen will not be able 
to accurately judge the merits of the 
new boat. 


'Young ' Mnp'ari's Invention, 


A sensational invention is reported 


to have been made by Herr Mapan, a 
young Croatian student. This is a new 
repeating, quick firing rifle, capable of 
discharging 50 cartridges per minute. 
It is a 15 barreled weapon, and all 15 
barrels, according to the London Lead- 
er, can be loaded by one movement of 
the hand, these advantages being com- 
bined with liglrt weight and a mechan- 
ism which is easily handled. The mili- 
tary officials at Pola were so struck 
with the new rifle that they immedi- 
ately dispatched the inventor to show 
it at headquarters in Vienna. Herr 
Mapan is only 17 years of age.,

There is a line of civic development 


in an aesthetic diection -which appeals 
to othe senses than sight, says Chales 
Mulford Robinson in the June Atlantic 
The claim of the ear is not forgotten 
In Philadelphia and in Boston, there is 
already a municipal band. The mayor 
of Philadephia writes that the one in 
that city has steadily grown in favor. 
In the summer of 1897 it gave 90 con- 
certs in 23 squares. The band in Boston 
gave its first concert last June. A series 
followed, one each Sunday on the com- 
mon, and two or three every week in 
public parks and squares. A music 
commission had been created, as an 
expression of the city's wish to furnish 
good free music to the people The 
municipal band was of its creation, and 
was made excellent. A choral society 
was organized, and the programs were 
varied with vocal music, instrumental 
solos, etc. The popular success was im- 
mense, audiences- numbering 20,000 per- 
sons sometimes gathering oni Sunday. 
The commission also purchased the Me- 
chanics" hall organ, which is proposed 
to place in a public building accessible 
to the people; 'and when winter came, a 
series of indoor orchestral concerts was 
arranged. 
The commissioners con- 


ducted an examination of the instru- 
ments of itinerant street musicians, 
and the ordinace defining the powers 
of the board states that, with slight 
restriction, it "shall have the charge 
and control of the selection of public 
music, to be given either indoors or in 
the open air, for parades, concerts, pub- 
lic celebrations and other purposes." 
No other American city has yet gone as 
far as Boston in this direction, though 
public concerts 'in the parks are com- 
mon. 


"Victoria during her lifetime has seen 


the entire world transformed. On the 
day of her birth, May 24, 1819, the first 
steamboat which ever crossed the At- 
lantic or any other ocean started from 
Savannah to Liverpool, making the 
voyage in 26 days. The same distance 
Is now made in less than six. She was 
six years of age when the first railway 
train in the world started to carry pas- 
sengers. She was 18 yeans of age, and 
had just ascended the throne, when the 
Morse system of telegraphy and that 
of Cooke and Wheatstone were first 
patented. Thirty-nine years of her life 
had passed when the first cable was 
laid under the Atlantic, and that one 
almost immediately ceased to operate. 
Fifty-six years of it expired before the 
first telephone went into practical oper- 
ation. Scott and Byron were in their 
prime when Victoria first began to read 
the printed page. None of the great 
writers—Thackeray, Dickens, Bulwer- 
Lytton. Tennyson, George Eliot, the 
Brownings, and the others whose names 
have cast a glory over her country dur- 
ing the past half or two-thirds of a 
century—had yet begun to work. Dar- 
win, whose labors have revolutionized 
science and have profoundly affected 
the thought of moralists and theoto- 
gians, was yet unheard of. At the time 
of Victoria's birth the tramp of Bona- 
parte's armies had just ceased to shake 
th«.world, and Bonaparte himself was 
a prisoner on a British island in the 
South Atlantic. She has seen every 
throne In Europe vacated maw times. 
She has seen her own country trans- 
formed politically from an oligarchy, 
la wblch only one out of 50 of the popu- 
lation, was permitted to vote, intto a 


ia .which the valors number. 


on.e 
out of six of the inhabitants. 


France has changed its form of govern- 
ment four times since her early girl- 
hood days. Italy, then only a "geo- 
graphical expression." to use Metter- 
nlch's phrase, has since become one of 
the great powers of Europe, while the 
empire of Germany was still far in the 
future. The United States was In the 
midst of the "era of good feeling" when 
Victoria was born. Monroe has had 19 
successors In the presidency since that 
time. This country had only 9.000,000 
poulatlon then. Buffalo and Plttsburg 
were frflontier towns, and not a house 
existed on the site of the magnificent 
metropolis of the west, Chcago. The 
annexation of Florida, Texas, New 
Mexico, California and Alaska, to say 
nothing of the more recent accessions 
of territory, all came since Arictoria's 
birth. 
The world's map has been 


changed in many places, the. world's 
ideals have been altered in many res- 
pects, and the whole face of human so- 
ciety has been transformed in the four 
score of years which have elapsed since 
Britain's queen first saw the light."— 
Leslie's Weekly,

lation to its centres of production and 
routes of trade, is likely to be trans- 
formed within the next two genera- 
tions.

On the coast of Antrim 
there is no armistice in the furious bat- 
tle that, since the first ages of the ter- 
restrial globe, was engaged between the 
waves and the rocks. Columns of basalt, 
like gigantic sentinels, stand on guard 
to resist the invasion of the ocean, and 
the profound excavations made under 
the granite rocks that protect this por- 
tion of the soil of La Verte Erin prove 
that the waves must have frequently 
made most vigorous onslaughts and only 
retired after they had mined a land 
which they could not conquer. 


It is not difficult to imagine' that this 


majestic and desolate site should have 
seduced one of the vanquished ones in 
life, one who had absolutely decided to 
separate himself from the society of 
man. The real hermits are becoming 
more and more rare—indeed, it was be- 
lieved that they had completely disap- 
peared—but if a vocation for that singu- 
larly abandoned profession could still 
be felt by any one it might be in the 
presence of the marvelous spectacle of 
that sea whose waves never subside, of 
those grottos whose pillars and vaults 
possess a power which the art of the 
architect can never equal. Nature her- 
self seems to have created in those rocks 
a refuge for the shipwrecked, for the 
proscribed and perhaps also for those 
who despise the vanities of life. 


About ten years ago a mysterious in- 


dividual made his home in the grottoes 
of the coast of Antrim. The approach 
of any human being seemed to inspire 
him with an invincible repugnance. As 
eoon as the cavern which he had select- 
ed for his refuge was discovered by the 
fishermen of the neighborhood he imme- 
diately disappeared and took up his 
quarters 20 or 80 kilometers farther on 
in another retreat which appeared more 
inaccessible. For a few months his 
domicile was ijianold abandoned mine, 
the principal gallery of which advanced 
under the ground to the distance of 
about five kilometers, but as the inhab- 
itants of the nearest village had long 
before carried away the beams that sus- 
tained the vault to convert them into 
firewood the hermit was obliged to quit 
that dangerous refuge, where he was 
constantly exposed to the danger of be- 
ing buried alive. So he installed himself 
in a grotto, the access to which was 
more easily discovered, but it was less 
obscure, less humid and less liable to 
cave in. There he flattered himself that 
he would find at least some of the con- 
ditions of existence that belonged to the 
men of the caverns. But it was in vain 
that ho hoped to return to the life of 
the first ages of prehistoric humanity. 
He was obliged to pay tribute to the 
exigencies of civilization and to mani- 
fest less repugnance for all contact wi& 
his fellow beings. 


One day he found an empty barrel 


that the tempest had tossed upon the 
shore, and he could not resist the temp- 
tation of bringing-it home to serve as a 
bed. Some indiscreet persons, taking 
advantage of his absence to visit his 
apartments, discovered that he had a 
pot for cooking his food. Where did 
that cooking utensil come from? Was it 
also a piece of wreckage rolled up upon 
the sand by the furious waves, or was 
it the last souvenir of civilized life car- 
ried away by the anchorite who, while 
endeavoring to return to the conditions 
of existence that belonged to prehistoric 
times, could not abandon the habit of 
cooking his food? 


That is a question which has never 


been answered, and it is also impossi- 
ble to find out where he gets the pota- 
toes upon which he lives. Did they come 
from the discreet charity of the poor 
fishermen of the neighborhood, who at 
the proper time renewed his provisions, 
or in separating himself from the world 
did he make arrangements for the trans- 
portation of his modest provisions? That 
is also a mystery which has never been 
fathomed. One point, however, is cer- 
tain, and that is that the hermit deter- 
mined to live upon potatoes alone. One 
day a sailor offered him half of his din- 
ner. The hermit pretended to be glad to 
accept the gift, but ho never touched 
the food. In the absence of the kind 
hearted sailor he tossed it into the sea. 
Apparently he also vowed that he would 
never enter a house and never touch a 
piece of money. He kept his resolutions. 
Nothing could ever induce him to cross 
the threshold of any one of the little 
houses of the fishermen, who began to 
have a sort of affection for him, and 
never once was "he known to beg. The 
only liberality that he would accept and 
that he solicited from the munificence 
of strangers was a match to light the 
firewood gathered for cookiag his pota- 
toes. 


The Rev. J. H. Bernard endeavored 


to lift the veil that hid the origin and 
antecedents of this mysterious person- 
age. The man of the caverns of Antrim 
endeavors in vain to live the life of a 
savage. It has been recognized by more 
than one sign that he has received a 
good education. From time to time he 
rends to the fishermen some passages 
from the Bible, but he never comments 
upon them. There is no evidence going 
to prove that the man has any particu- 
lar form of insanity beyond, perhaps, 
the harmless one of the love of solitude. 
He is always clean and neat in appear- 
ance and seems to be sound and vigor- 
ous in body. He speaks with no accent, 
80 that it is impossible to fix the locali- 
ty from which ho came. He seldom 
smiles, but he doesn't look sad. On tho 
contrary, he has a resigned and perfect- 
ly satisfied look. Who he is and why in 
tho world he lives suoh an extraordinary 
life nobody can toll.—London Figaro.

If con- 
gress is not to assemble before the usual 
time, there will not be any national poli- 
tics during the next six months for thoss 
outside the administration circle. 
The 


management of our new islands, includ- 
ing taxation and expenditure, is now 
treated at Washington as purely en 
executive affair. The president should 
satisfactorily punish Agruinaldo and his 
followers for their assault early last 
February on our army at Manila. When 
that has been accomplished, and con- 
gress has assembled, there will be the 
real problems growing out of expansion 
that will press for solution. Then may 
come a crisis created, not only by terri- 
torial enlargement in the tropics, and the 
sudden' accession of millions of Asiatics, 
but by proposed plans for their future 
government, 
which will ignore our 


fundamental law. Republican conten- 
tion now is that the treaty of cession has 
not conferred any political or civil rights 
on the natives of Cuba, Porto P.ico or the 
Philippines unless congress shall grant 
them. If the Republican party shall 
take that position, or if congressshall re- 
fuse to take the new islands o-ui of the 
hands of the war department, there will 
be interesting politics next year over the 
relative authority of congress and the 
executive. When the party in power at 
Washington shall have plainly declared 
its purposu to tax the territories and rule 
therein without any regard for the con- 
stitution Democratic voices and votes 
will be audible in denunciation." 


On the question of trusts as an issue, 


Mr. Belmont made this statement: 
"It 


is incredible that Democrats will de- 
mand the federal power shall control 
state industries and state corporations 
that are absolutely local. I think the 
Republican party will evade the issue. 
As to a roaffirmance by the next Demo- 
cratic national convention of the supreme 
predominance of the 16 tt/1, fad as a win- 
ning issue in 1900, I have nothing to add 
to what I have already said.

Reserving their fire until the enemy was 
within GOO yards, tne first volley of the 
Americans hit the rebels, who returned 
the fire wildly, the rest of their line fail- 
ing to advance. The Americans, who j 
thoroughly enjoyed the novelty of the 
situation, awaiting an attack, sallied 
forth, and the insurgents thereupon 
turned and fled into the jungle. Our loss 
was 14 men wounded, and the majority 
of them are only slightly hurt.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Fowls for breeders should not be toft 


fat nor too lean. 


The last eggs 'of a hen's laying rarely 


hatch so well as those laid earlier. 


During warm weather lice in the poul- 


try quarters will increase very rapidly. 


It is only when inactive and under arti- 


ficial conditions that Asiatic fowls get 
too fat. 


Eoup may generally be traced to want 


of cleanliness, undue exposure or improp- 
er ventilation. 


During the summer add a tablespoon- 


ful of copperas to the drinking water of 
a dozen fowls. 


Generally with increasing age the egg 


shells grow thinner, and some hens drop 
them with no shells. 


The pullet shows only the sign of 


spurs. Her legs are smooth, comb thin 
and free from roughness, the bill pliable 
and claws short and tender. 


Cramps of the limbs is a disease that is 


often prevalent among fowls that are 
closely confined and are **d too highly 
on concentrated food. 
Give the ailing 


fowls plenty of room to scratch. 


One of the most serious objections to 


cross breeding among the chickens is the 
lack of uniformity among them. Uni- 
formity adds to the attractiveness of the 
lock, but to secure it only pure bred 
owls should he raised. — St. Louis Re- 
nblic.

SUPPER—Scalloped Fish and Potato.

TRIPE FRIED IN~INDIAN MEAL. 
Use pickled tripe. 
"Wipe clean and 


dry. Cut in pieces for serving, and dip 
both sides in Indian meal. Have a. quar- 
ter of an inch of hot fat in frying pan 
and lay in two or three pieces at a time 
and brown crisp on both sides. 


PARKER HOUSE ROLLS. 


Heat one pint of new milk and one 


tablespoon (heaped) of lard together till 
it boils. Pour into mixing bowl and 
add two teaspoonfuls salt and one table- 
spoonful sugar. When milk warm add 
one-half compressed yeast cake dis- 
solved in little cold water and mix with 
the best bread flour till just stiff enough 
to handle. Cover tightly and keep warm 
three or four hours till light. Take out 
on board and roll out about half an inch 
thick. (Do not kneed them only enough 
to get into shape to roll.) Cut out in 
round shapes and fold over one half and 
place in pan for baking. Wet-over-the 
tops with melted butter and, cover the 
pan with a paper and keep warm for one 
or two hours more till very light, and 
bake same as t>read. 


CLAM CHOWDER. 


One pint of clams out of the shell, six 


potatoes peeled and sliced, two onions 
peeled and sliced, three or four slices of 
thin salt pork. Fry the pork in a frying 
pan till all the fat is melted, then add 
the sliced onion and heat (do not brown) 
in the pork fat. Turn this into the chow- 
der kettle and add the potatoes, with 
one quart of hot water. Salt and boil 
gently for fifteen minutes. While this 
is boiling have the clams draining 
through a strainer. 
Take each clam 


separately to remove the soft part, put- 
ting the head and attached part into 
the chopping bowl. Chop these fine and 
add to the cooking potatoes and onions. 
Also add the liquor which has drained 
from the clams. Have one quart (or 
nearly that) of milk heating and add to 
the clams and potatoes just before serv- 
ing. Season with salt and pepper. Dip 
crackers in the chowder and pack in a 
small vegetable dish and serve with the 
chowder. 


BAKED HALIBUT. 


Have the halibut sliced thick. Wash 


and wrap in a clean cloth to dry off. Lay 
some thin 'slices of salt pork in bottom, 
of baking pan and lay on the slices of 
halibut. Sprinkle with salt and butter 
and lay on other slices of fish on top of 
these and sprinkle with salt and butter. 
Bake about one hour in a hot oven, bast- 
ing often, adding a very little water if 
there is not enough liquor bakes out of 
the fish. Serve with drawn butter sauce. 


SPANISH CREAM. 


One and one-half pints of milk, four 


even tablespoonfuls of gelatin - dis- 
solved in little cold water and heated to 
boiling in the milk. Add the yolks of 
three eggs beaten with one-half cup 
sugar. Cook in double boiler till it thick- 
ens. 
Then remove from the fire and 


when cool add the stiffly "beaten whites 
of the eggs, stirring them in thoroughly. 
Flour and pour in a mould. It will re- 
quire three or four hours to harden in 
cold weather, in warm weather must 
be hardened on ice. 


COFFEE CAKE. 


One egg, one cup of brown sugar, one 


cup butter, one cup of molasses, one cup 
of cold strong coffee, one pound of 
chopped seedless or seeded raisins, one 
teaspoonful 
clove, one-half 
nutmeg 


grated, one teaspoonful cinnamon, one 
teaspoon soda and flour to mix quite stiff. 
Bake in moderate oven about one hour.

One and one-half pounds of salt cod* 


fish, one quart of potatoes, one-Halt pint 
of milk, one tablespoonful butter. Pick: 
the codfish to pieces, rejecting bones and, 
skin, and soak it for two flours in co!4 
water. Drain it; cover it with boiling 
water, and stand it for 15 minutes on tha 
back part of the stove, where it will not 
boil. Drain And press out all the water; 
mix it with the potatoes, which have 
been boiled (vvithout salt) and mashed. 
Moisten the whole with the warmed mills 
tnd melted butter; press into a baking 
dish, sprinkle lightly with buttered 
bread-crumbs, dust with pepper and put 
into ahot o\ en to brown. Servo with egg 
sauce: Put one tablespoonful of butter 
in a frying pah, and when it is melted add 
a level tablespoonful of fiour; mi}., and 
pour in gradually half a pint of c • d 
water, stirring continually until it b s. 
Take it from the fire; add pepper and 
salt to taste, and a hard-boiled egg 
chopped fine. 


TAPIOCA PUDDIKG. 
~* 


Wash one cupful of tapioca, cover it 


with two rupfuls of milk, and let work 
for several hours. Add one-half of a 
teabpoonful of ealt and one quart of milk, 
and cook in a double boiler until tha 
graints'of tapioca look clear. Take from 
the fire, add two cupfuls more of milk. 
Beat together four eggs and one cupful 
of sugar. Stir this into the pudding, 
flavor with vanilla or lemon, and baka 
for half an hour in a buttered dish. O» 
if you use the kind of tapioca which, 
requires no soaking and very little cook- 
ing, the following recipe is very good; 
One-half of a cupful of tapioca; one cup- 
ful of sugar, a pinch of salt; mix and 
stir into one quart of milk, then add three 
beaten eggs, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, and flavor as desired; mix well 
and 'bake in an oven slowly until brown* 
Serve hot with cream. 


ASPARAGUS. 


Asparagus, besides boiling, may be 


cooked in tne oven. Boil a bunch of as. 
paragus for twelve minutes. Lay it ia 
a baking dish, moisten it with half a 
cup of the water in which it was boiled. 
Grate Parmesan cheese over it, season it 
well with salt and pepper, sprinkle a 
tablespoon of fresh bread crumbs oven 
the top with a tablespoonful of butter 
cut in bits, and bake in a moderately hot 
oven for fifteen minutes. Cold boiled 
asparagus is very nice served as a salad 
with a French dressing- or with the fol, 
lowing sauce; Pound the yolk of a hard 
boiled egg to a paste, add two teaspoon- 
fuls of good vinegar, a saltspoonful of 
salt, and half as much pepper, and a 
small onion minced fine. Tosa all to* 
gether thoroughly and pour over the cold 
asparagus. 


CRULLERS. 


One cup sugar, one tablespoonful but- 


ter, two eggs, one cup rich, sweet millc, 
three cups flour mixed with two tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder and one tea* 
spoon salt. Roll like doughnuts, cut 
and fry in very hot lard.

It is believed now to be practically 


certain that President McKinley will 
visit this city on Monday, June 20. Mr. 
Plunkett announced yesterday when 
Mayor Cady saw him in regard to the 
matter that the president and his parly 
would be in Adams at least till Tuesday 
noon, June 27, and that he would in. all 
probability be glad 10 visit North Ad- 
ams. The president's secretary has fur- 
nished two dates on which the president 
might come, either next Friday or the 
Monday following.

Society of St- John's Parish. 


The Girls' Friendly society of St. 


John's parish, is1 this) afternoon cele- 
brating in the parish house the 10th 
anniversary of its ciganization. Ela- 
borate preparations Cor this reception 
have been made by tne members of the 
society, and it should prove one of the 
most enjoyable events in its 10 years of 
history. The society now numbers 100 
members, and since its organization has 
done much for the many who have been 
members of it, and also for the church 
and parish. 


The society is a branch of an organ- 


ization which is associntcd with the 
Episcopal church throughout the coun- 
try. It works for the girls, and is pri- 
marily intended for their benefit, but it 
m doing so accomplishes a great deal 
for charitable and other purposes. 


The local branch was formed in June, 


18S9, during the rectorship of Rev. H. I. 
Bodiey. Mrs. Clarence Whitaker was 
the leader, calling together 16 girls, 
who formed the beginning of the so- 
ciety. The growth of the society was 
rapid, and during the 10 years the total 
membership has be-en over 300. 


This society gave the first money to- 


wards the building of the parish house, 
raising the first $100 in 
1890, which 


amount was largely increased before 
the completion of the. building.
